President Ventures no Threat, 
but His Language is Firm 
and Positive.

5 ASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
, TIMES, July 20.—No intima- 
tion is to be given Germany 
with reference to the course to be 
pursued by the United States govern- 
ment in the event of further violation 
by Germany of American rights. At 
a lengthy and momentous session of 
the Cabinet today, President Wilson 
and his adyisers definitely decided to 
reiterate to Germany. the American 
contentions with respect to ti rights 
of Americans to travel the high seas. 
No threat, or suggestion of a threat, is 
to be made. In friendly language, 
however, it will be made plain that 
the United States insists upon all its 
rights under international law. and 
will take steps to enforce those rights 
should there be any violation similar 
to that involved in the Lusitania. The 
language of the note will put the 
onus of the case on the Kaiser's 
Unless the Kaiser cate- 
forically agrees to the demands of 
the American note, eventualities will 
be beyond amicable adjustment. As 
stated, no threat is to be made, but 
Germany's conduct will be the factor 
that will determine the American 
course. 
Although great efforts were made 
to surround the Cabinet meeting with 
secrecy, it was learned definitely that 
the President and his advisers have 
concluded that the best results can be 
obtained from Germany merely by the 
assertion United States will 
insist upon taking steps to guard its 
rights in the future. It was the in- 
formal opinion of members of the 
Cabinet that Germany had recognized 
the rights of the United States and 
had given orders to submarine com- 
manders to comply with these rights. 
It was admitted also, informally, that 
Germany's official notes failed to yield 
to the American contentions largely 
because of the effect such yielding 
would have upon the nations with 
which she is at war, but that informa- 
tion has not been wanting to show that 
Berlin really intends to give full 
recognition to the American viewpoint. 
Therefore, it was resolved by the 
President and his Cabinet to leave 
no room for further discussion, which 
would be influenced, so far as Ger- 
many is concerned, by the fear of 
the effect concessions would have upon 
other belligerents, but merely to re- 
assert definitely the American inter- 
pretation of international law, and 
point out that the United States would 
fully expect Germany to regard Amer!i- 
can rights under the law. 

The future course of Germany, 
therefore, will determine the attitude 
of the United States. She is to be 
judged by the Wilson administration 
not so much by what she has done 
in the past or by her assurances or 
failure to give assurances, but by 
her deeds in the future, so far as 
they relate to American rights. The 
question of reparation for the loss 
of American lives on the Lusitania, it 
was intimated after the Cabinet meet- 
ing, may be referred to in the note, 
but there is not likely to be any pres- 
sure upon this point until later, pos- 
sibly not until after the conclusion of 
the war. Until there is a complete in- 
vestigation into the alleged attack on 
the Cunarder Orduna there will be 
no direct presentation of any com- 
plaint on this latest phase of the 
situation. The Orduna will ng figure 
in the new note to Germany.

THE GERMAN DRIVE.

LONDON, July 20, 9:55 p.m.—From 
the shores of the Gulf of Riga in the 
north to that t+ of Southern Fo- 
land back into — they drove the 
Russians from Galicia, the Austro- 
German armies are still surging for- 
ward and if Warsaw can be denied 
them it will be almost a miracle.

The German official 
statement, beginning its recital at the 
north top of the eastern battle line, 
records the progress of the German 
troops to within about fifty miles of 
Riga, then following the great ttle © 
are southward, chronicles further suc- 
eesses in the sector northeast of War- 
saw, culminating in the capture of 
Ostrolenka, one of the fortresses de- 
signed to conceal the capital. 

The acute peril to Warsaw is ge- 
centuated by the Russian official com- 
munication, which says that German 
columns are within artillery range of 
the fortress of Novo Georgievsk, the. 
key to the capital from the northwest 
and only about twenty miles from it. 
Southward of the city and less than 
fifty miles from it, Blonife has fallen, 
and farther south Grojec; while Ger- 
man cavalry are astride the important 
railway from Radom to Ivangorod. 
The Lublin-Cholm railway is still in 
the hands of the Russians as far as 
is known, but the town of Lublin has 
either been captured or is in danger 
of falling into the grip of Austro- 
Germans. the Russian commander-in- 
chief having issued, through the ctvil 
governor, an order that in case of a 
retreat, the male population is to at- 
tach itself ta the retreating troops. 

There has been a flash of British 
activity in Flanders, without any ap- 
preciable change in the situation, and 
the British pubTic is fer more inter- 
ested in the South Wales coal strike, 
which, by virtue of David Lloyd.

British Expect Coal Supply 
will be Replenished. 

Big Ratification Meeting in 
South Wales Today.

CARDIFF, July 20.—Subject to 


ratification by the miners themselves 


the delegates who will assemble to- 
morrow, representatives of the govern- 
ment and of the coal mine owners on 


the one hand and the executive com- 
mittee of the South Wales Miners’ 
Federation on the other, agreed today 
to terms which it is expected will end 
he coal miners’ strike, which since 
last Thursday, has tied up the South 
Wales coal fields and menaced the 
fuel supply of the navy. 

The terms arrived at grant a sub- 
stantial increase in wages and involve 
concessions to the strikers which are 
considered by their executive commit- 
tee to be tantamount to an admission 
of the miners’ claims on nearly all 
the outstanding points. 

If tomorrow’s meeting should bring 
a settlement of the strike the thanks 
of the country will go chiefly to David 
Lloyd George, the Munitions Minister. 
for it was his arrival here Monday 
night that paved the way for breaking 
the deadlock between the miners and 
the mine owners. 

The chief cause of the miners’ un- 
rest was what they considered the 
excessive profits the mine owners were 
making in the sale of their coal at 
war prices—profits in which they 
were not sharing. They also deeply 
resented enforced arbitration as au- 
thorized by the application of the 
munitions act to coal miners. If the 
vote tomorrow is favorable to ending 
the strike, 200,000 men will return to 
work immediately and agree to abide 
by ‘the terms of the settlement until 
the termination of the war.

LONDON, July 20.—The hearing of 
the American Meat Packers’ case in 
the prize court was resumed today. 
Letters were redd from the Swift 
Packing Company protesting against 
the seizure of lard, bacon and other 
supplies shipped by it to Scandinavia. 
In these letters the assertion was made 
that the goods seized were the prop- 


erty of a neutral, shipped from one 
neutral country to another and there- 
fore were not liable to capture. 
Dwelling upon the immense quanti- 
ties of lard in the setzen goods, Sir 
Frederick Smith,  solicitor-general, 


. eontended it was intended for warlike 


purposes. He said it was destined for 
Germany, where it would have been 
used to make glycerine. 

The solicitor-general read an extract 
from a fetter to the Cudahy firm from 

n agents suggesting that in- 

stead of ceasing shipment of supplies 
it would be a great deal better to 
make “a big noise“ in the American 
press. George Cave, of counsel for 
the crown, said the case of the Ar- 
mour company was different from the 
others because the Armours had an 
office in Copenhagen before the war. 

Their consignments, the largest of 
all, included 9,500,000 pounds of lard 
on the four vessels whose shipments 
are concerned in the present case—the 
Norwegian steamers, Alfred Nobel, 
Kim and Biornstjerne-Bjornsen, and 
the Swedish steamer Fridland.

The Transyi- 
vanian infantry stormed the village of 
Kostrzyn. 

“Our troops occupied Radom today.

LONDON, July 20.—4 new vote of 
credit of £150,000,000 ($750,000,000) 
was introduced today in the House of 
Commons. This second supplementary 
vote will bring the sum actually ap- 
propriated by Parliament for war ex- 
penditures to the total of 650,000,000 
($3,250,000,000) during the current 
financial year. With the amount voted 
between August 5 and March 1, the 
grand total is £1,012,000,000 ($5,060,- 
000,000.) 

The amount thus provided will tide 
over the period of the forthcoming 
Parliamentary recess. The vote of 
credit does not involve a new loan, 
but merely sanctions expenditures out 
of funds on hand. 

In moving the new vote of eredit, 
Premier Asquith announced that for 
the first seventeen days of July the 
war expenditure had been £54,000 000 
($240,000,000,) and that the rate of 
expenditure showed daily a natural 
tendency to rise. 

The item of loans to allies of Great 
Britain might also, the Premier point- 
ed out, grow with the adhesion to the 
allies cause of states not yet partici- 
pating in the war. The Premier esti- 
mated that £100,000,000 ($500,000,- 
000) would carry Great Britain to the 
end of September, but in view of pos- 
sible contingencies he advised the 
House to increase the total to £150,- 
000,000. 

The Premier drew special attention 
to a change in the wording of the 
vote of credit which, in the present 
vase, empowers the government to ex- 
pend money in loans or grants to 
other states than those falling within 
the category of “His Majesty's do- 
minions, protectorates or allied pow- 
ers.“ 

The Premier significantly empha- 
sized that the limitation was purpose- 
ly omitted in this case. 

“We think it desirable in the exist- 
ing tuation,“ he said, “that we 
should have rather wider powers in 
respect to countries or states to which 
advances may possibly be made, and 
I am sure that the House will agree

GERMANS SEVENTEEN MILES

Uniform Reverses for the Russians are Reported All 
Along the Line as One Position After Another is Cap- 
tured — Five Thousand Prisoners Taken at Ilzanka.

ERLIN (via London) July 20.— 
Further progress in the great 
German dive toward Warsaw 
from the north and south was an- 
nounced officially here today. The 
German Wah Office reports the cap- 
ture of Ostrolenka on the Narcw 
River, about sixty miles northwest vf 
Warsaw. In the south the Russians 
are in retreat.

The French took about half of the

The owner of the brewery, an offi- 
cer in the French artillery, was al- 
ready at the front. His wife and 
children, driven from their residence 
by the approaching German fire, took 
refuge there, but had searcely estab- 
lished themselves when the place be- 
came the center of a violent conflict. 


ing on in the gardens all round, at 1 
o'clock in the morning, French sol- 
diers hitched horses to a conveyance, 
sent the family back of the lines and 
then with fixed bayonets returned to 
the assault of the brewery. They 
were unable to carry it, but succeeded 
in organizing the positior with loop- 
holes through the walls so as to hold 
the enemy in check. 

From that day the brewery and the 
other buildings on the French lines 
became the target for the German 
38-inch and 6-inch guns. As fast, 
however, as the shells reduced 
a building, the French dug 
down and maintained themselves. 
Until the end of November the French 
remained in the garret of the brew- 
ery, then were obliged to climb down 
to the second floor. In December the 
roof and, garret fell into the cellar 
and New Year's Day saw nothing but 
two jagged walls remaining erect, 
from behind which the French con- 
tinued their fire. At Easter there re- 
mained but a fragment about two 
f@et above ground and the French 
fortress was now entirely dug into 
the earth. The part of the village 
held by the Germans had undergone 
the same transformation, and when 
the day came for the final assault, 
scarcely anything remained on either 
side of the lines but heaps of stone 
and plaster. 


HEDGES RUINED, 


Partly mowed down, partly dug up 
at the roots, the hawthorne hedges 
around the houses and fields had lost 
their original lines. The shade trees, 
stripped, splintered and cut down by 
the constant fire are nothing but 
stumps resembling battered and nib- 
bled hitching posts. From October to 
May a soldier's cap or a sapper's 


the earth or around corner of 
a ruin became instantly a target for 
a volley of musketry or for machine 
gun fire. 4 

The soldiers who had endured the 
tension of this situation for seven 
months are said to have danced for 
pleasure on May 9%, when the word 
went round that the moment for the 
attack had arrived; they were going 
to meet the Germans face to face, 
with no earthen fortresses or ruined 
walls between them and fight it out in 
the open. Men whose ears had been 
hardened to the thunder of artillery 
months before, stopped them with 
their fingers when the preparatory ar- 
tilery fire opened, for no less than 
six lines of batteries in the rear played 
upon the German trenches. The at- 
tack has been officially described, but 
many details of individual heroism 
and many anecdotes of the siege and 
the assault remain to be told. 


A NEUTRAL ZONE. 


When the French and Germans 
held each about half of Carency, two 
houses in the center formed a sort of 
neutral zone because neither side 
could occupy them. One of them-—-a 
big farm house—had the best wine 
cellar of the region. Several nights 
running the Bavarians crept out of 
their lines into the cellar and regaled 
themselves. The French learned this 
and also visited the place—neither 
side fired until the Bavarians went so 
far as to come one night with a wheel- 
barrow. This was too much for the 
French, and the rifles went off almost 
automatically. The wheelbarrow re- 
mained there and a six-ineh shell 
soon after caved the walls in and the 
balance of the wine soaked into the 
earth. 

“Another story is told of a subaltern 
officer who in the early days of the 
siege got lost In the maze of trenches 
approaching the lines and ran into 
the Germans. He told the Bavarians 
he had come on behalf of six com- 
rades who wanted to surrender, just 
to learn the way and fing out if they 
would be well treated. The Bavarians 
told him to go back and fetch his six 
comrades, who would be treated well. 
Of course the officer went back and 
forgot to return to the German lines.

LONDON, July 10.—The Navy 
League, through its Executive Com- 
mittee, has published an appeal to 
the government to. seize all German, 
Austrian and Turkish merchant ships 
detained in the ports of the British 


Against the destruction of British 
merchant vessels without warning by 
German submarines.” 
The appeal states that 119 German, 
twenty Austrian and eleven rkish 
ships were detained in British ports 
on the outbreak of war, and there 
were also eigfiteen German and three 
Austrian ships detained in Egyptian 
ports, making a total of 171 ships de- 
tained in all. In &ddition, 119 German 
ships, seven Austrian and five Turkish 
have been seized on entering British 
and colonial ports, or upon the high 
seas, making a total of 802 “enemy 
vessels” in the possession of the Brit- 
ish government. The captured vessels 
are, of course, subject to prize court 
decisions, but the detained vessels are 
apparently being held up pending the 
conclusion of the war. 

“Surely, it is the obvious duty of 
the government to turn to practical 
account every vessel in their hands 
for the benefit of British interests,“ 
says the appeal. “The destruction of 
British merchant vessels in violation 
of the laws of war. offers complete 
vindication of this form of reprisal. 
Whatever a prize court decision may 
be as affecting cargoes of vessels 
which have been seized, there should 
be no hesitation on the part of the 
government to confiscate enemy ships 
as an act of reprisal for British mer- 
chantmen which have been sunk. 

“In the present exigencies of the 
nation every enemy merchantman in 
seaworthy condition should be active- 
ly employed as part of the British 
mercantile marine. The immediate 
value ot the adoption of such a policy 
woul be to convince Germany that 
she must pay in kind and at once 
for her lawlessness at sea, and in 
the second place to assist in consider- 
ably modifying the quotations for 
shipping freights by stimulating a de- 
mand for the use of. these ships by

— Ten 
thousand dollars in currency, the 


“conscience fund“ ever received by the 
government, arrived at the Treasury 
Department today in a plain envelope, 
mailed yesterday at New York, ac- 
companied by an unsigned letter, say- 
ing:

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Official 
instructions to Americans who desire 
to present against Germany claims 
growing out of its requisition of prop- 
erty in Belgium, Northern France and 
Poland, have been nt out by the 
State Department. Millions of dollars 
of property are understood to be af- 
fected. | 

The United States has been officially 
advised of the German government's 
creation of “the Imperial Indemnity 
Commission” 40 consider claims for 
compensation for property requisi- 
tioned in enemy territory occupied by 
German military forces. 

The rules of procedure require that 
the commission's proceedings shall be 
eonducetd in German and that docu- 
ments submitted in any other language 
will be considered only when accom- 
panied by certified German transla- 
tion. 

The department does not accept in 
principle the taking of property that 
does not come under the head of 
necessity. 

Claims of Americans are being filed 
by Ambassador Gerard with the Ger- 
man Foreign Office for presentation to 
the commission. 

In transmitting the claims the 
United States does not pass upon 
their propriety, equity or legality, 
which are left for final determination 
under international law in case it be- 
comes necessary to formally present 
them as diplomatic claims.

PREMIER ASQUITH.

LONDON, July 20.—A large part of 
the shipments of American cotton held 
up by England probably will be con- 
demned by the prize court. This was 
indicated by a ruling made tonight 
by the government. . 

The ruling was announced by the 
Board of Trade, which holds that if 
the ownership of cotton shipped under 
the agreement with American export- 
ers passes from the American ship- 
per to an enemy of Great Britain it 
will not be purchased by the British 
government under the terms of the 
agreement. 

Premier Asquith touched on the 
cotton question during the debate in 


the House of Commons today on the 


new vote of credit. 

“The government is not without 
hope,” he said, “that we shall obtain 
without much delay a more satisfac- 
tory and more adequate solution of 
the various difficulties surrounding the 
cotton question than has yet been pos- 
sible. I am not satisfied myself with 
the existing state of things. I believe 
a great deal of this material, which is 
a necessary ingredient in the manu- 
facture of some very formidable kinds 
of ammunition, reaches the enemy 
which ought not to reach him. On 
the other hand, we have to be very 
careful in the exercise of our belliger- 
ent rights not unduly to infringe on 
the trading interests and legitimate 
susceptibilities of neutral powers with 
which we are on terms of perfect 
amity and with which we do not de- 
sire to provoke anything in the nature 
of an unnecessarily gratuitous quar- 
rel.” 

The Premier added that no subject 
was receiving more watchful and anx- 
lous attention from the government, 
but it was a-delicate and difficult mat- 
ter. The ramifications of the cotton 
trade were so complicated that a par- 
ticular line of policy which might ap- 
pear to present an easy and practical 
solution would in reality multiply 
rather than minimize the difficulties.

In Fifteen Thousand-dord Statement to Gov. W hit- 
man of New York Protests His Innocence and Reveals 
Secret of Relations of Late Noted Politician with the

Becker's statement is a chronolog!i- 
cal history of what he says were his 
dealings with Rosenthal and the 
others mentioned in the murder case. 
This communication was accompanied 
by a copy of the argument used by 
Bourke Cockran, of Becker’s counsel, 
recently before United States Supreme 
Court Justice Hughes for a writ of 
error.

Becker 
makes it plain that he did not under- 
stand at any time that Sullivan was 
Rosenthal’s partner but that the Sen- 
ator simply had loaned Rosenthal 
money with which to equip the gam- 
bling house. After Rosenthal's place 
had been closed the gambler pub- 
lished an article charging that Reck- 
er was the real owner of a chattel 
mortgage on the gambler’s furniture. 

Becker declares he had little fear 
of this charge but that Senator Sulli- 
van, fearing the possible results of 
Rosenthalls campaign, called Becker 
into a conference which Rose at- 
tended and said that Rosenthal must 
be induced to leave town.

LOS ANGELES MEN SAY THEY'RE 
NOT FORMED IN N EBULAE.

Another Scientist has Discovered 
a New Spectrum Grating, Which 
Peers Far into the Solar System, 
While Still Others Say Lympho- 
cyte Induces Resistance to Cancer. 


{LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 

BOSTON, July 18.—The National 
Academy of Sciences in its July pro- 
ecedings, made pubile today, announces 
a number of interesting steps in sci- 
entific progress. 

One article, by W. 8. Adams and 
F. d. Pease of the Mount Wilson So- 
lar Observatory, is an interesting con- 
tribution to the discussion of the ques- 
tion: Do stars arise from nebulae or 
do nebulae arise from stars? In mod- 
ern science, nebulae, which are the 
cloud-like luminous formations in the 
Sky, have been supposed to be gaseous 
bodies of unorganized stellar sub- 
stance, and accofding to Laplace's 
nebulay hypothesis, which has had a 
wide currency during the past hundred 
years, the nebulae develop into stars 
by condensation. 

“We have, however,” says the an- 
nouncement, ‘important evidence of 
the opposite sort of evolution in the 
study of the new stars or novae which 
occasionally blaze out in the sky, and 
then slowly grow faint. An examina- 
tion of the light emitted by these no- 
vae at different times shows a pro- 
gressive change from the sort of 
light emitted by nebulae to that emit- 
ted by certain types of stars.” |

the solar spectrum so that its infinite 
detail may be examined more critic-

forms of religious work. These heroic 
laborers, in parts of the “vineyard” 
which seem to have been almost for- 
gotten by God, know their Bible, but 
that is not all. 


The missionaries created a favor- 
able impression with their knowledge 
of general conditions in the various 
countries from which they came. 
They showed an intelligent interest in 
the intellectual and physical, as well 
as the spiritual, needs of the millions. 

The heathen have been taught to 
pray and to “swat” the fly. Bac- 
terlology, hygiene, chemistry, astron- 
omy, political economy and _ the 
equality of the sexes have been used 
to reveal Christ. 

Mrs. Maria Reynolds Ford, who has 
been stationed in Buenos Aires for 
five years, has made a study of the 
commercial development of the South 
American countries, and is aware of 
the trade possibilities there for the 
United States.

There 
has been no paid soliciting by verifica- 
tion deputies, and the voluntary’ work 
has produced about 11.000 names, 
whereas 17,000 are necessary south 
of the Tehachepi. 

Although Democrats, Socialists and

Viaduct Plan for Elimimation of 
Surface Traffic is to be Referred to 
Joint City and County Committee, 
Following Conference with Board 
of Supervisors. 


Grade crossing accidents in Los An- 


similar accidents in all the rest of 
California, Railroad Commissioner 
Edgerton told a conference of city and 
county officials, property owners and 
representatives of commercial and 
civic bodies before the Board of Su- 
pervisors yesterday. | 

In Los Angeles there were thirty 


crossings last year. During the same 
time there were twenty-two deaths 
and 124 injuries in other parts of the 
State. 

The answer is: Eliminate the grade 
crossing. 

This answer fell upon the confer- 
ence yesterday with heavy weight, for 
the meeting was called to lay plans 
for the campaign for six viaducts over 
the river, railroads and portions of 
the industrial district. The construc- 
tion of the six viaducts was suggested 
by the Board of Public Utilities as a 
solution of the grade-crossing prob- 
lem. 

The upshot of the conference yes- 
terday was the authorization of the 
appointment of a committee of seven 
county representatives to meet with 
a similar number of city representa- 
tives. President Lane of the Board 
of Public Utilities explained the plan 
by saying that the ultimate cost will 
be about $4,200,000, to be divided 
among the city, county, railroads, 
street car company and property own- 
ers in an assessment district. 

It is proposed to construct viaducts 
at Main, Macy, First, Fourth, Seventh 
and Ninth streets. 

The joint committee will hold a 
series of hearing and will recom- 
mend the plan that appears most 
feasible. City Attorney Stephens ex- 
plained yesterday that the Council 18 
not committed to the suggested plan 
of the Board of Public Utilities. 

Rallroad Commissioner Edgerton 
suggested that the separation of 
grades be taken up in its entirety and 
not as a single unit, in the interest 
of the whole community. He added 
that the State Railroad Commission 
is ready and willing to co-operate. —

Whenever an employee 
became incapacitated for labor by sickness 
his pay went right on, and the expenses of 
his illness were borne by the company pub- 
lishing the Seattle Times. When an em- 
ployee became incapacitated from age for 
further service the Seattle Times Company 
pensioned him. There were 282 employees 
on the paper and of these only four ever re- 
signed. 

His objection to the unions was that their 
policy was “to reduce hours, Increase pay, 
without any corresponding’ betterment in 
the quality of the product or the amount

UR NATIONAL ANTHEM. ie 

The Elks, during their convention in 
Los Angeles, offered a prize of $2500 to 
any composer who would gucceed in getting 


a national hymn adopted by Congress. 


“The Star Spangled Banner” is the gen- 
erally-accepted national anthem at present. 
Fortunately one may have a deep love of 
country and a fervid veneration for the 
Star Spangled Banner without being partic- 
ularly enthusiastic over the hymn. It does 
not represent, and never did represent, the 
fullthroated acclamation of a nation; but 
Congress, having dined well, being comfort- 
ably in session in 1903, considered that the 
country needed a song and fixed its approval 
on one which was written by an American 
prisoner and set to the music of an English 
drinking song. 

Any song la good enough for a nation in 
the piping days of peace; but win the 
blasts of war blow in our ears, the emo- 
tions. unconsciously seek release in rhyth- 
mic fervor. 

George P. Upton, a musica) authority of 
insight and the author of many notable 
books, including “The Song,” has written: 
“That the national) anthem has not been 
received with universal national enthust- 
asm is not due to the fact that its borrowed 
melody is an English drinking song, but 
rather to the fact that the national larynx 
is not capable of properly expressing its 


spirit. The first stanza with its common 


place call to attention, ‘Oh, say,’ is com- 
paratively easy, but average American 
patriot geta irretrievably lost when he at- 
tempts the others. Where is the 
composer who will make The Star Span- 
gled Banner singable or give us a ebrand 
new anthem comparable with the ‘Mar- 
seillaise’?” 

The war of the Revolution was fought 
to the tune of “Yankee Doodle“ —and “Yan- 
kee Doodle“ is more spirited and militant 
than it sounds from a brass band or from 
ites inane words. It lends itself especially 
to the fife and drum, and no doubt many 
a foot that had followed the plow around 
Concord and Lexington was lightened’ on 
the march by the tones of the l 
fife and rattling drum.

If we withdraw 
our help, if we place an embargo on all ex- 
ports to England for so’long a time as Eng- 
land in violation of international law main- 
tains an embargo on our exports to other 
neutral nations, England will be defeated, 
if not crushed within a few months, through 
lack of ammunition and through famine. 
The calling of Congress, into extra session 
to consider an embargo would probably 


» bring England quickly to the realization 


that we mean to have our rights respected. 

But we do mean to defend our rights 
against England? Will our government 
dare take against England an attitude for 
our rights as strong as it did against Ger- 
many? Or will not our hyphenated citt-

The Nagking University, which is 
under the joint control of four de- 
nominations, was shown, and the 
buildings, educational appliances and 
text-books were the equal the 
average American institution. 

Drake College at ‘Tokio, with an 
attendance of over 100 native boys, 
practically all of whom are Chris- 
tiens, was the fourth school to be 
shown. A. E. Cory delivered an ex- 
planatory lecture as the pictures were 
thrown upon the screen. 

Fresh cut flowers, palms American 
flags and bunting decorated the plat- 
form, and the uniformed ushers, with 
their white caps and orange ribbons, 
moving to and fro, presented an ani- 
mated spectacle that will linger in 
the memory of the delegates and vis- 
itors for a long time.

Through the Head.

Mrs. Squire told the police that her 
husband was uncomfortable with the 
revolver under his pillow, as he was 
often restless in the night and the 
weapon would slip down into a posi- 
tion causing a lump under his head. 
When Mrs. Squire left the bedroom 
she aroused her husband, and she re- 
calls his sleepy efforts to reach back 
of him to push the revolver into a 
more comfortable location under his 
head. It was an instant later the ex- 
plosion occurred. 

Mr. Squire was proprietor of a res- 
taurant at No. 211 West Second street. 
The body was taken to the Booth & 
Boylston mortuary.
